Dear Mr. Ramos. 

I have read with much interest your work on English 
Verbs, which you have dedicated to the youth of Brazil, to help 
them to acquire a practical knowledge of the English language. 

I most sincerely congratulate you upon the method you 
have adopted. 

You have gone to the very root in the study of a language 
and this root undoubtedly is the acquisition of a ready handl- 
ing of the verb, the which, in the acquiring of any language, 
presents the chief difficulty. 

Many writers of books to assist students and who claim, 
unheard of advantages, for their various systems: "Easy meth- 
od to acquire English" or "English spoken after fifty lessons" 
or again "English learnt without Master", appear to think 
that the only necessity in the learning of a language is the 
acquiring of a Vocabulary. But whilst this in itself may be 
good, it certainly does not enable a learner to speak the lan- 
guage he is anxious to acquire, because words of themselves 
are of little practical use unless they are able to be linked 
together to form coherent sentences, 

Now the Verb undoubtedly is the word necessary to unite 
the other words to form sentences, and therefore I say that 
without a good knowledge of the Verb, a mere Vocabulary is 
almost useless. 



Your work, although irt your modesty you claim so little 
for it, is the first I have met with in which the Verb is given 
its rightful place. 

You treat of it in every way, from its simple definition, 
through its various uses, classifications and changes to its full 
conjugation in all its moods and tenses. 

By this latter you show clearly to the student the sim- 
plicity of the English verb and that having learnt to conjugate 
one verb, he has at the same time acquired the power to con- 
jugate any verb in the language, let it be regular or irregular, 1 
as the tense auxiliaries never change. 

This in itself is a great gain as nothing damps the ardour 
of a student more than the complications he sees in the various 
forms assumed by the tens of different suffixes used to mark 
mood, tense and person. 

He will at once comprehend that in the language he is 
studying all verbs conjugate in precisely the same way, by the 
use of a few auxiliaries which never change; and that he has 
not to learn and differentiate between a whole host of termi- 
nations. 

Some will exclaim "Ah, but what about irregular verbs?" 

Now as a teacher of English for many years I can can- 
didly say that I have never found any difficulty in making 
my pupils thoroughly acquainted with these. 

By learning some ten or so per day and by daily going 
over those already learnt, in a short while the repeating of 
the past tense and past participle becomes almost a mechan- 
ical act. 

Just as a child learning the alphabet, in a little while says 
C after B and P after O without any apparent mental effort. 

You, in your work, have striven to make the acquisition 
of the irregular verbs as easy as possible by dividing them 
into three classes according to the number of changes taking 
place in the formation of the past tense and past participle. 
This is a helpful subdivision and one that will be, I am sure, 
appreciated by all students. 



Another point that marks your work as unique is the 
care you have shown in the giving of a complete translation 
of each person in each Mood and Tense of so many verbs. 

This in itself should be sufficient to ensure a great 
popularity for your work as, till now there has been no com- 
pendium published in which the verb has been thus treated, 
and it has been this fault which has made the Study of 
English more difficult than it really is. 

There is still one more point upon which I should like to 
congratulate you and that is the labour you have expended 
upon the two verbs "TO DO" and "TO MAKE" as well as 
upon those verbs which alter their meaning according to the 
preposition which follows them. 

You have not been satisfied to give merely the bare 
translation, but you have given sentences to illustrate that 
translation. 

I repeat, I congratulate you upon this. 

In conclusion, after reading with the closest attention 
your work on "English Verbs" I feel I can, without hesita- 
tion, warmly recommend it to every student who wishes to 
have by his side the greatest help that has until now been 
given him to learn, to understand and to make practical use 
of the most important word in any laaguage.

Muitos auiores de livros desiinados a auxiliar os estudan- 
tes e que pretend em que os sens systemas sao os mais profi- 
cuos, "Methodo Facil Para se Aprender o Inglez", o "Inglez em 
Gincoenta Licoes" ou mesmo "O Inglez sem Mestre", parecem 
julgar que o essencial para se conseguir successo no aprendi- 
zado de uma lingua consist e em adquirir o vocabulario 

Mas, comquanto isso pareca util 9 todavia nao capacita o 
estudante a fallar a lingua que anseia por aprender, porque 
"palavras" consideradas isoladamente sao de pouco uso pratico, 



a menos que sejam coordenadas para formar sentencas cohe- 
rentes. 

O Verbo e, sem duvida, a palavra indispensavel na junc§ao 
das outras para a formacao de sentencas perfeitas e e por isso 
que eu digo, que, prescindindo-se de um pleno conheeimento do 
■verbo, um simples vocabulario e quasi inutil. 

O seu trabalho, nao obstante na sua modestia por elle 
exigir tao pouco, e o primeiro que encontrei, no qual o Verbo 
occupa o seu devido lugar. 

Delle traia em todos os sentidos, desde a sua definicao, 
usos differentes, classificacoes e variaeoes ate a sua ampla 
conjugacao em todos os modos e tempos. 

Este ultimo apresenta de mo do racional, ao e stud ante, a 
simplicidade do verbo inglez, e que uma vez que haja apren- 
dido a conjugar um verbo, tern ao mesmo tempo adquirido a 
maneira de conjugar outro, seja elle regular ou irregular, 
porque os auxiliares de tempos nunca variam. 

Isio, em si, e de valor inestimavel porquanto nada abate 
o animo do estudante com mais intensidade do que as com- 
plicacies que encontra nas varias formas admittidas peias 
dezenas de suffixos differentes usados para denotar os modos, 
tempos e pessoas. 

Elle compreliendera imm edi atamente que na lingua que 
estuda, todos os verbos se conjugam precisamente da mesma 
maneira por meio de alguns auxiliares que nunca variam e 
que, conseguintemente, nao e impellido a aprender e igual- 
mente differenciar um sem numero de terminacoes. 

Alguns hao de naturalmente exelamar: "E com respeito 
aos verbos irregulares?" 

Entao, eu, na qualidade de professor de inglez, durante 
nao poucos annos, posso assegurar que nunca experimentei 
difficuldade alguma em tornar os meus discipulos plenamente 
familiarisados com os desta natureza, Aprendendo uma m6dia 
de dez verbos diariamente e repetindo frequenteniente os 
mesraos, dentro de um curto prazo a recitacao do Preterito. 
Imperfeito e Participio Passado torna-se um feito mecanico, 
exact amente como uma creanca que, aprendendo o alphabeto 
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diz C apos B e P apos O, sem nenhum esforco mental ap- 
parente. 

Na sua obra esforcou-se por tornar o estudo dos verbos 
irregulares tao facil quanto possivel, dividindo-os em tres clas- 
ses, attendendo ao numero de variacoes existentes na forma- 
cao do Preterito Imperfeito e Participio Passado. 

Esta e uma subdivisao util que, estou certo, sera apre- 
ciada por todos os estudantes. 

Outro ponto que caracteriza sua obra como sem par e o 
cuidado que teve em dar a traduccao exacta de cada pessoa, 
em cada Mo do e Tempo de nao pequeno numero de verbos. 

Isto deve ser o sufficients para assegumr uma grande 
popularidade a sua obra, visto como ate agora nao bouve 
nenhum compendio que tratasse do Verbo dessa maneira, 
sendo justamente essa falha que ha tornado o estudo da lin- 
gua ingleza mais difficil do que realmente e. 

Ha ainda outro ponto sobre que desejo congratular-me 
com V. S„ e este e o trabalho que teve no esclarecimento dos 
verbos TO MAKE e TO DO, e, semelhantemente, daquelles que 
mu dam de significacao segundo a preposicao que os segue.

A pessoa ou coisa sobre que se diz alguma coisa, toma o 
nome de sujeito do verbo. A idea expressa pelo verbo, em 
relacao ao sujeito, toma o nome de predicado. 

Distingue-se o verbo pelas modificacoes de voz, modo, 
tempo, numero e pessoa. 

Os verbos dividem~se em duas classes: Transitivos ou 
activos e intransitivos on neutros. 

Verbo transitive e o que exprime uma accao que termina 
nuin objecto. 

Ex, : I painted a picture. 

— Os verbos transitivos exigem um complemento.

Como no infinitivo a affirmacao e indeterminada, isto e, o verbo apenas exprime 
a accao vagamente, deve. por isso, ser considerado como nao tendo modo. 

Em qualquer modo o verbo tern sujeito expresso ou subantendido, ao passo que 
no infinitivo nao exige sujeito r.em attribute 

"The Century Dictionary and Cyclopedia", tratando dm Infinitivo, diz: ts In the old 
grawmars and in many recent ones, it is called a mode; but the term is objectionable, 
and is going out of use. " 

A uma consulta feita as "International Correspondence Schools" obteve o autor 
uma resposta em que figura o seguinte trecho: "If you will consider the meaning of 
mode, you will readily understand why the infinitive is now seldom included in the 
modes. The way in which a verb expresses an idea is called its mode. If the verb 
makes a statement or asks a question, it is in the indicative mode. It it gives- a, 
command, it is in the imperative mode. If it indicates mere condition or wish by 
means of a special form, it is in the subjunctive mode. As the infinitive does not 
assert action but merely names it, it is properly regarded as not having mode- Please 
remember that verbs in all three modes, indicative, imperative, and subjunctive, may 
have subjects either expressed or implied; whereas the infinitive does not predicate 
and does not have a subject." 



Infinitivos e Participios

— O participio passado forma-se juntando a forma sim- 
ples do mfinitivo a terminacao ED ou D. 

— Verbos ha que nao formam o participio passado deste 
modo, como: 

Steal — Stolen. Buy — Bought. 
Taes verbos sao ordinariamente chamados irregulares. 

NOTA ■ — Alsuns srammaticos consideram os verbos fortes 
{.old or strong conjugation) irregujlares, e os verbos (fraeos 
(new or weak conjugation) regulares* No presente trabalho 
preferimos optar pela classificacao de "verbos fortes" e "ver- 
bos fracos" por acharmos que esta mais consentanea com a 
etymologia dos verbos da lingua em aprego, por isso que tern 
sido adoptada pela maioria dos autores. 



— Voz e a forma que toma o verbo transitive, para indicar 
que o sujeito exerce ou recebe a accao. 

Duas sao as vozes do verbo:

— Diz-se que o verbo esta na voz activa quando o sujeito 
pratica uma accao que reflecte sobre um objecto.

Este modo exprime uma aecao duvidosa ou iricerta com 
idea de futuridade. 



A rigor pode considerar-se somente tres modos na conjugagao dos verbos inglezes, 
a sahe.r: o indicativo, o xuhjunctivo e n imperative 

Nao adoptamos esta classificacao para nao crear embaragos ao alumno no tocaute 
as subtilezas do ernprego dos auxiliares should, would, may, might, can e could.

Em relacao ao tempo a accao pode ser expressa de tres 
maneiras: no presente, no passado e no futuro. Dahi a divisao 
dos tempos simples em: 

Presente — Preterito — Futuro 
e seus compostos: 

Preterito perfeito — Prt.° mais que perfeito — Futuro per- 
feito. 

O uso do "tempo" em inglez segue sempre a idea de

O dr. A. R. Aldridge, na sua Grammatica, opta pelas 
denominates de "tempo simples" e "tempo composto", por 
serem mais accessiveis ao estudante. 

Grammaticos ha que adoptam denominacao diversa. Entre 
elles o Dr. Guilherme Pereira Rebello, da Bahia, que, com 
muita propriedade, chama (1) "Condi clonal presente ou im- 
perfeito" e (2) "Conditional perfeito ou passado". 

O Condicional Simples forma-se com os auxiliares "Should" 
e "Would" e a forma simples .do verbo no Infinitivo. 

O Condicional pode ser "enunclativo" e "obrigatorio".

O Presente denota uma accao ou acontecimento presente 
em connexao com uma epoca futura.

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Chamam-se tempos primitivos ou partes principaes as 
formas simples do Presente do Indicativo, Preterito Imperfeito 
e Participio Passado. 

Preterito Imperfeito tambem e chamado Preterito Du- 
plo, em razao da sua funccao dupla.
